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parable of the widowe, who by hir im⸗ 
poztune andcontinuall crie, at length o⸗ 
uercams the eares euen of the wicked 
iudge. Heinous therfoze,and verie hurt⸗ 
full is their errour, which will pꝛeſtribe 
God certaine limites, and if they be not 
fanourably heard incontinently, dare call 
in doubt the godneſſe and power of God, 
and btterly ſurceaſſe front pꝛaping foz 
that time. Let vs imitate lonas, t the ex⸗ 
aples of others, whoſe faith in times paſt 
hath pleaſed God: who alſo will heare 
vs, and ſeeing he is Truth it ſclfe, can ne- 
uer fayle to perſoꝛme his pꝛomiſes. And 
at this pꝛeſent, let thoſe things whiche 
we hane ſpoken ſuffiſe, as concerning 
Jnuocafion and pzayers, 

Nowe paſſe wee ouer fo the ſeconde /e enlar- 
parte of this Canticte, wherin he payn⸗geth Gods 
tcth oute the greateneſſe of his peryll, — 
that the benefiteg of God maye WM are deſcribing 
the moze excellente. Fyzſte , Thou he danger 
hadſt caſte me (ſayeth he) dovvne into wherein — 
the deepe. &c. e complayneth, that wa. 
her ——— the Lode, vet 
was he not ignoꝛant, that * * 
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did it at his owne tõmaundement. Vow 
beit he hath reſpect vnto God, who by his 
iudgemente had bzonghte the matter to 
that paſſe, that both he was enſoꝛced tb 
confelle his owne offence, and the mant 
ners, yea though it were agaynſte 

willes, to caſt him out. By this exam 
of the Pꝛophet, we may learne in daun⸗ 
gers and aduerſities not to bend our eyes 
toward men alonely, who in ſome parte 
mape be cauſers vnto vs thereof; but to 
fire our mynds vpon the deferminatids 
of God, without whoſe god pleaſure ther 
can no aduerſitie happen vnto vs. This 
beeing well weighed, moueth vs greatly 
to repentance,fo2-that it compelleth vs to 
thinke vpon our ſinnes, wherby we hane 
pzonoked the w2athe of Ood ; it armeth 
vs alſo with pacience, teſt without cauſe, 
we ſhoulde raſhly ſtriue againſt God, lo- 
nas is diligent alſo in ſetting fw2th; whe» 
ther God did cafte him awaye. Into the 
depth into the heatte of the Seas : That 
is to ſaye, into the innermoſte parloure 
of the Dea , oz the verye bottomleſſc 
place it ſelfe, -Andthe floudde, that is, 
« | as 
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as many flouddes as runne into the ſca, 
compaſſed me about: yea all thy dashing 
—— that is to ſap, the bʒuſtlyng note 
of the waters beating one an other, And 
all chy rolles of vvater vvent ouer mee. 
Fo2 this cauſe calleth he them the waues 
and billowes of God , fo2 that he is the 
creato2 of the ſca, and authoꝛ of all wins 
des and fempeſtes, 

And this lot muſt they loke foꝛ, which 
thinke ſcoꝛne to obeye chat whyle 
they couete to eſchue ſonie one perill, 
whyche they haue conceyued in they: 
. mynds, they do nothyng elſe but plunge 
themſelues into manie, that bothe are 
moꝛe, and alſo grieuouſer. 

Pet in this maner of ſpeaking;wher- 
in he ſapeth: All thy rolles of vvater 
vvente ouer mee, is conte pned a Conſo⸗ 
lation not to bee contemned . Foz al- 
thoughe many be the tribulations of the 
righteous, as Dauid witneſſeth, pet doe 
they in a maner paſſe ouer their heades, 
neither doth God ſuffer thoſe that arc his 
tobe tempted aboue their power. The

In theſe wozdes he 
expꝛeſleth ot all temptations the grituou⸗ 
ſeſt: as wherein he ſuppoſed, that there 
was no hope of further health lcfte vnto 
him to leane vnto. And ſurely this alte⸗ 
ration of the Pꝛophet ought diligently ta 
be obſcrued. Fo2 not long ſince,this was 
his whole d2ifte to get hum awaye from 
the pꝛeſence of God, and ridde humlelfe 
of his ſeruice : But now being terrifyed 
with the fecling of Gods indignation;this 
only thing is a cozſey to his hearte, that 
Gods countenaunce is hidden from him, 
and that he feleth himlſelfe extluded ther 
from by his owne deſerte. Duche a lyke 
thing doth Chꝛyſte ſhadowe in the para 
ble of the pꝛodigal ſonne. Foꝛ he allo fiſt 
of all, woulde nerdes departe u em his 
father: but when hee was bzoughte te 
ſuche nede, as that he beganne to gette 
bis liuing amongeſt ſwyne, then wilhed 
he to haue a romthe, pea though it welt
